Two things. Apparently some lawyer in Justice is 
lobbying with the Post because that's whsre the 
suggestion came from for this Presidential Commission 
which we think would be eery bad and put it right in the 
White House. Now we can't be checking up on every 
shooting scrape in the country* but they're gone to the 
Post now to get them an editorial* and the Post is 

up and saying they're going to run an editorial 
if we don't do things. Now we're going to do two things 
and I wanted you to kn ow about it. 

One: We believe that the way to handle this as we said 
yesterday — your suggestion — that you put at every 
facility at your command* making a foil report to the 
Attorney General and then they make it available to the 
coun try in whatever form may seem desirable. 

Second: It's a state matter* too* and the State Attorney 
General is young and able and prudent and very cooperative 
with you -- he's going to run a court of inquiry which is 
provided for by a state law end he’s going to have associated 
with him the moot outstanding Jurists in the country But 
he's a good comaeruatlvo fallow and ws don't start invading 
local jurisdictions that way and he understands what you're 
doing and he's for it* and I wanted you to understand 
what ha was doing* and bo's eery strong for it and ha's 
going to announce it today. Now if you get too many cooks 
massing with tho broth it makes — mess it up. And I 
that theae two are trained organ! rations and tha 
A tto rney dKEBb General of tho state holds Courts of 
Inquiry every time a law is violated, and the FBI makee 
these investigations. So I wanted you to knew that and 
you ought to tall your proas men that that's what's 
happening sad they can aspect Waggoner Carp tha Attorney 
General of Tanas to make an announcement this morning, 
to have a state inquiry and you can offer them your hill 
cooperation and vice versa, hell do it with you.

And any influence yon got with the Pont, hare them 
point to them that yon don't want too many things 

And just picking out a Tom Dewey lawyer from Hew 

York and sending him down — hunting new facte — 
this Commission thing, Ur. Herbert Hoover tried 
that and sometimes a Commission that's not trained 
hurts more than it helps.
